Col. Thomas G. Jones, of Mont­ 
gomery, the nominee for Governor 
of Alabama, was born In Macon, Ga., 
in 1844 and is now in the 48th year of 
his age. He is the son of the late 
Samuel G. Jones, who was one of the 
pioneers of Southern development. 
A t the outbreak of . the late war 
Col. Jones was a cadet at the Virgin­ 
ia Military Institute, and though 
young he left that school to enter 
actively in the service ol the Cou- 
federate army.

people and ans'svering correspond­ 
ence that he has no time to give to 
politics nor can be find -time to go 
about the halfs of Congress to look 
_ After degislation. This matter is in 
tife'hands of a legislative committee, 
but that committee is'in such bad 
; - odor, owing to its pers5onality, with 
- 
the Congressmen that it is absolute­ 
ly worthless to the farmers. A Con­ 
gressman, when one of these men 
Approaches him feels that he is in 
“ ¿^the presence of his worst enemy 
Indeed these men, with their dicta- 
.torlal manners, are held in the most 
supremo contempt by the large ma- 
-Jority of Bepresentatives.

as there is in Texas, in which all 
kinds ol charges are made .against 
Macune. It states that he voted for 
' ■ the Socialistic platform in the St. 
Louis convention; that he. run the 
Aliiance exchange, at Dallas, into 
the hands of the sheriff, tosing for 
the Texas farmers a large amount of

A PAR OFF STAR, 


It lYonid Take a Cannon Ball 100,000, - 
000 Yc.ars fo Hit If. 


Chamber’^ Journal. 
Ifc 19 difficult to conceive that the 
beautiful dog star is a globe much 
larger than our sun, yet it is a fact 
that Sirius is a sun many times more 
mighty than our own. This splendid 
star, which, even in our most power­ 
ful telescopes, appears as a mere’ 
point of light, is in reality a globe 
emitting so enormous a quantity of 
light and heat, that were it to take 
the place of our sun, every creature 
on this earth would be consumed by 
its buring rays. 
Sirius sbining with far greater lus­ 
ter than any other star, it was natu­ 
ral that astronomers' should have re­ 
garded this as being the nearest of all 
the “fixed” stars; but recent investi- 
gatio’n on the distances of the stars 
has shown that the nearest to us is 
Alpha Centauri, a star belonging to 
the Southern latitude; though it.is 
probable that Siri’us is about fourth 
on the list in order of distance. For 
though there are about fifteen or 
twenty stars whose distances have 
been conjectured, the astronomer 
knows that in reality all of them, 
save three or four, lie at distances 
too great to be measured by any in­ 
strument we have at present. 
Astronomers agree in fixing the 
distance of the nearest, star at 22,000,- 
000,000,000, miles, and it is certain 
that the distance of Sirius is more 
than three and less than six times 
that of Alpha Centauri, most likely 
about five times; so that we are 
probably not far from the truth if we 
set the distance of -Sirius at about 
100.000,000,000,000 of mUes. ' W hat a 
vast distance is this that seperates us 
from that-bright star! Words and 
figures themselves fail to convey to 
our minds any adequate idea of its 
true character. 
To take a common example of illus­ 
trating such enormons distances: It 
is calculated that the ball from an 
Armstrong 100-pounder quits the 
gun with the speed of about 400 yards 
per second. 
Eow, if this velocity 
could be kept up it would require no 
fewer-than 100,000,000 years before 
the ball could reach Sirius.

Lodge Says That a I.aw Giving the 
- Government Control of Elections 
Will Certainly Pass: the H ouse- 
Two of the Three Propositions Al­ 
ready Agreed Upon-Jimmie Blaxne 
Is “Agin” Him, Though. 


Washington, June 9.—“You may 
put it down that this Congress will 
pass a national election . law,” - said 
Henry Cabot Lodge recently. 
“We 
did not decide upon the particular 
measure to be passed at the last cau­ 
cus because some of u"'-wanted more 
time to answer some of tiie’'points .to 
go into such a measure. . We shall, 
however, decide upon the'measure 
this week and soon thereafter it will 
be passed by the House. 
“There are three main features to 
be Included in the bill. The first and 
third we have decided upon, but the 
second is still open. They are 
First—Supervision of registration 
by United States officers. That is, 
the Government will take the matter 
of registration for Presidential and 
Congressional elections out of the 
hands in the States where they have 
State laws now, an'd will provide 
laws for the States that have none. 
It will all be in the hands of Federal 
pfllcers. 
• Second'-Supervision of elections 
and probably absolute federal eon- 
troL This latter is the point we have 
not yet decided upon, but that will 
be determined on Tuesday evening. 
Third—Certifioation of elections by 
United States in lieu of State offi­ 
cers. 
These will be the main points of 
the bill and -with such a bill we are 
going to have fair elections in the 
South and all over the country, and 
with fair elections we will continue 
to hold a majority in Congress.” 
I t is reported that Mr. Blaine op­ 
poses the proposed legislation. He 
does so, it is said, because he says 
that it was designed for use in the 
South and he thinks it unwise at this 
time to inaugurate another crusade 
against that section. His main ob­ 
ject now is to realize, if only in a 
small way on. the pan-American 
scheme and the South will play a 
large part in that, if it is ever to 
come to anything. 
Her ports are 
nearest to the contries whose trade is 
solicited, and Mr. Blaine thinks that 
much may be accomplished if the 
South remains quiet and prosperity 
continues. But if, on the other hand, 
her growth should be checked, by 
any move calculated to rearouse old 
troubles and contentions now happi­ 
ly c„znposed, the result, in his opin­ 
ion, would be disastrous.

Piedmont, June 9.—The booming 
young city of Piedmont was visited 
by a severe storm this afternoon at 
4:15 o’clock. 
Her magnificent three story bank 
building was^ leveled to the ground 
and two men, one white named Dan­ 
iel Sullivan, and a negro named Geo. 
Macby. were thrown to the ground 
and sustained serious though not fa­ 
tal injuries. 
An eye witness to the vBcene, who 
was seen by the Hot Blast correspon­ 
dent, gives the following account of 
the destructive wind :- A heavy wind 
had been bfcwing^ior nearly, the 
whole of the alternbon. but \ t 4:15 a 
dark cloud was seen to hover oyer 
the city, and the wind seemed to con­ 
centrate its entire force in the cen­ 
tral portion of the town. The build­ 
ings in that vicinity were almost in­ 
visible on account of the dense cloud 
and-heavy blinding rain which fell 
in torrents. The wind was from the 
Southeast' and all the windows and 
'doors of the bank building ’were on 
that side and none- of them closed. 
A mighty volume of the raging wind 
poured in at these doors and win- 
do-ws and there being no other escape 
the walls were forced out, and the 
brick and stone of the handsome 
structure 
came tumbling to the 
ground. 
The building belonged to the Bank 
of Piedmont, and would- have been 
ready for oecupacy in a short while. 
The loss is estimated at from $4,000 
to $5,000. 
The building will be rebuilt at 
once.

A Novel Suit. 
Jackson, Miss., 10.—After being 
out fifty-six hours, the jury in the 
cases of the Railroad Commission 
vs. the Vlckburg & Meridian railroad, 
brought in a verdict in favor of the 
defendants. Suit was brought by the 
Railroad Commission on complaints 
from H on. C. W illiamson, author of 
tho Railroad Commission law, and 
A. A. Baldwin, to recover the penal­ 
ty of $500 from the railroad for fail­ 
ure to post on a bulletin beard the 
tim e trains would arrive and w heth­ 
er they were on time or not. The 
jury when it first went out stood 
eleven for charging the road with 
$1000 penalty and only one against. 
This solitary juror, after a fifty-six 
hour’s fight, succeeded in bringing 
the eleven jurors over to his way of 
thinking. This is the first suit of 
the State against any railroad for 
violating this statute, and but for the 
fact that there were extenuating cir- 
' eumstances the railroad would have 
lost the case.

H arden today handed down a decis­ 
ion on the dem urrer in the case of 
W .

The court sustained the 
dem urrer, deciding th at the act of 
the Legislature giving the right to 
recover $100 for failure to deliver 
prom ptly and accurately a message 
did not apply when the telegram was 
sent from one State to a point in an­ 
other State.

Small Colton Seed Oil Mills. 


F rom S o uthern Cultivator'. 


Please state in your next issue, 4Í 
cotton seed'oil mills can' be operated 
successfully on a small scale, say, 
for a plantation producing about 100 
tons of seed. 
W hat is the general 
process for extracting the oil, prepar­ 
ing for market, etc. How m uch oil 
can be taken from a ton of seed, -asn­ 
al irrice per gallon ? 
W ould he glad 
to see an article on the subject.— 
Subscriber, Cany, Texas. 
Answer.—^We are informed by reli­ 
able authority (the manager of a 15 
ton m ill) th at a m ill of less capacity 
than five tons of seed per day would 
not pay expenses. I t would haye io 
run through the season of about six 
or eight months. The cost of engine 
gins, linters, presses, etc.. as well as 
buildings and operating expenses, 
would be much greater in proportion 
in a small mill, and would consume 
the profits. It would be., like trying, 
to run a cotton factory- w ith half já' 
dozen looms and a corresponding'' 
number of spindles. 
The process of m anufacturing crude 
oil is very simple. The lint left by 
the ordinary gin is first removed by 
a linting m achine which is similar 
in construction to an ordinary gin. 
The seed are then run through a mill 
w hich cuts them to pieces and sepa­ 
rates the kernels (meats) irom tho 
hulls at the same tim e. 
The kernels 
are then steamed until soft, and then 
put in hair cloth bags and pressed in 
a verj' powerful hydraulic press. The 
oil is run into a large oil tank, after­ 
wards barrelled or put into railway 
oil tanks and shipped to Ne'w York. 
The price during the past season has 
been about 23 cents net to the mill. 
About 37 gallons of crude oil to each 
ton of seed is about the average yield. 
The cake is ground up and sold for 
cattle food, or for mafci.'-.g fertilizer. 
-W hy does-noi; your Alliah'c.e p u tjip 
a m ill, sell the oil and make fertil­ 
izers for the neighboring farmers? 
“A Farm er’s Co-operative M ill” in 
Griffin has cleared 16 per cent, on its 
capital the past season. 
H undreds of .such mills will be op­ 
erated next season in this j>art of the 
South.

In my opinion these are the most de­ 
sirable -acts of legislation the Con­ 
gress could enact, and'«the one capa­ 
ble of-giving the: greatesíirelíeí to the 
toiling millions of agrieultnrists of 
the land. 
— 
. First and forem ostgenuine, tariff 
reform, .and to have this it is necessa­ 
ry TO have an income tax. ; Ho gen­ 
uine relief can he given to the farmer 
without it. Let him cry aloud for it. 
W ealth must -no longer escape taxa­ 
tion. .With pensions soon to he at 
high .water mark,' wealth th a t 'the 
soldiers saved and then made eoload 
sal must pay its share. Demand an 
income tax to he applied alone to 
pensions, and then we can indeed, 
have, a genuine tariff reform. W ith­ 
out the income tax all reform of the 
tariff islargely false and a sham. ‘ 
What- are the figures upon an in­ 
come tax ?- 
We have, none available for the 
present time and conditions. I can 
only state that in 1866, the last year 
of its imposition and collection,'the 
figures are:practically as follows: 
The populationyvas estimated at $35,- 
000,000, with an exemption to every 
per50ir~ of $600. 
There were only 
7461,170 persons and corporations who 
had incomes of over $600. Their to­ 
tal incomes amounted to $707,000,000, 
upon which was collected $72,000,000. 
In 1866 only one person in" seventy- 
five in this country earned as much 
or more than $600. 
How the popula­ 
tion has nearly doubled, its wealth- 
producing capacity has more than 
doubled, in fact trebled; so I esti­ 
mate that if we raise the exemption 
to $1,200 -we could still collect fall 
$200,000,000 from incomes to apply to 
'present and prospective 
pension 
charges. Then, indeed, the tariff be­ 
ing chargeable only, as was the orig­ 
inal intention, with the expenses of 
the Government in time of peace, we 
could have a genuine reform of tariff 
duties and imports, and the onerous 
expenses ol -war times would rest up­ 
on and bo carried by the'u'ealth of 
the country, as it ought to be. 
Would not such a tax be odious? 
Yes, to every man of large wealth, 
for now he escapes taxation. 
Ho, to 
every man whose income is $1,200 or 
less; it would be, as soon as he un­ 
derstood it, the dawn-of a new finan­ 
cial millennium. 
When this idea 
was recently broached upon the floor 
of Congress, I heard two Congress­ 
men, 
Republicans, bitterly assert 
that such a tax was odious, and that 
the object of all who advocate such 
doctrine was to make pensions odi­ 
ous also to the people. 
How can it 
be odious to the people—let some one 
answer—when under such an income 
tax not more than one person in each 
hundred will be called upon to pay 
one cent for pensions ? How can it 
be odious to the people when the 
government of every State in the 
Union, of every county, of e.very 
city, village and hamlet, and of eve­ 
ry school district is carried on upon 
the system of taxing wealth, and 
making the man who has ten or a 
hundred times more than his neigh­ 
bor pay a tax proportionate to such 
wealth ? 
While the political ma­ 
chinery is different, yet the result 
reached is the s-ame: namely, wealth 
is taxed; now, it actually escapes. 
Next, Federal and State legislation 
against trusts and combines, and 
laws in every State that -will put an 
end to options in all food articles. 
Free coinage of silver and a limited 
supply of fractional currejicy. The 
national banking law so amended as 
to prohibit the creation of- any more 
new hanks, and as their charters ex­ 
pire the gradual extinction of all ex­ 
isting national banks, their circula­ 
tion to be supplied by new issues of 
Treasury notes the same as we now 
have, and

greenbacks.

lated by law to the gnvernment for 
his own support?

The gift of the President of the 
United States—that is -what it really 
was, althongh it took the indirect 
shape of a gift to Mrs. Harrison—of 
a costly 20-room cottage at Cape 
May attracts a great deal of atten­ 
tion, and is held to indicate that the 
same practices that were so disgrace­ 
fully common under the Grant reg­ 
ime have once more obtained a foot­ 
hold-at the capital.

gifts to the wife of the 
man who 
placed him, and tbat , his insulting 
generosity should be accepted with­ 
out a blush; AVith this wretched ex­ 
ample.in high places we may look 
for a spedy revival of gift giving and 
gift taking. It IS an easy descent 
from cottages by the sea to bull pups 
and packages of greenbacks. 
The.Harrison administration, adds 
the Herald, “entered ofKce bound 
and gagged by tbe corrupt and vi­ 
cious elements of the party. It has 
gone speedily from bad to worse. 
The gift-taking stage has now' been 
reached.” The Boston Post says: 
The acceptance of gifts from citi­ 
zens by the person holding the office 
of President of the United States has 
always been held indelicate, and it 
does not relieve the situation, out 
rather causes greater embarrassment 
it the gift IS made 
indirectly 
through the wife of the President. 
Mrs. Harrison is an estimable wo­ 
man; 
but no unknown admirer 
would send her the deed of a cottage 
at Cape May by the hands of Mr. 
John AA’^anamaker if she were not the 
President’s wife as well as the ■wife 
of General Harrison. 
AVhen the 
Hon. Hugh J. Grant manifested his 
affection and admiration for Miss 
Flossie Groker by the gift of $10,(K)0 
in bills, the distrust ot his motive 
became so alarming that Father Cro- 
ker was called back across the seas to 
explain how it happened. 
The Republican papers were much 
concerned about Mayor Grant’s gift 
to tho Groker girl. The Pittsburg 
Gazette wants an investigation of 
this incident. AVherein does it dlf- 
fer-save it is loss offensive-from 
the gift of the 20-room cottage at 
Gape May to the Harrisons? Gro­ 
ver Cleveland held the correct view 
as to such matters, and during his 
term as President refused for him­ 
self and wife to accept gifts from 
anyone of any money value, and in 
some instances when they were 
forced on him sent them back to the 
donors with thaa'KS.

Small Cotton Seed Oil Mills. 


F ro m ¡Southern C ultivato r. 


- Please state in your next issue, if 
cotton seed'oil ¿lilis can- be operated 
successfully on a small scale, say, 
for a plantation producing about 100 
tons of seed. 
W hat is the general 
process for extracting the oil, prepar­ 
ing for market, etc. How m uch oil 
can be taken from a ton of seed, usu­ 
al jirice per gallon ? 
W ould be glad 
to see an article on the subject.— 
Subscriber, Cany, Texas. 
Answer.—W e are informed by reli­ 
able authority (the manager of a 15 
ton mill) th at a mill of less capacity 
than five tons of seed per day -would 
not pay expenses. I t would have to 
run through the season of about six 
or eight m onths. The cost of engine 
gins, linters, presses, etc., as well as 
buildings and operating expenses 
would be much greater in proportion 
in a small mill, and would consume 
the profits.: I t would be- like trying, 
to run a cotton factory with half - ­ 
dozen looms and a corresponding 
number of spindles. 
The process of manufacturing crude 
oil is very simple. The lin t left by 
the ordinary gin is first removed by 
a linting m achine which is sim ilar 
in consti action to an ordinary gin. 
The seed are then run through a mill 
w hich cuts them to pieces and sepa­ 
rates the kernels (meats) trom the 
hulls at the same time. 
The kernels 
are then steamed until soft, and then 
put in hair cloth bags and pressed in 
a very powerful hydraulic press. The 
oil is run into a large oil tank, after­ 
wards barrelled or put into railway 
oil tanks and shipped to New York. 
The price during the past season has 
been about 23 cents net to the mill. 
About 37 gallons of crude oil to each 
ton of seed is about the average yield. 
The cake is ground up and sold for 
cattle food, or for making fertiiizer. 
—W hy does-not ybur AlIiahcelpiiLiip 
a m ill, sell the oil and make fertil­ 
izers for the neighboring farmers?

Charles H. Mansur, of Mis­ 
souri, in his speech on the tariff, de­ 
livered-in the House of Eeprosenta- 
lives on May 10th, said :

And now what are the remedies ?• 
in my opinion these are the moss de­ 
sirable acts of legislation the Con­ 
gress could enact, and'*the one capa­ 
ble of giving the greatest-relief to the 
toiling millions of agrieultnnsts of 
the land. 
— 
First-and foremost a genuine, tariff 
reform, and to have this it is necessa­ 
ry to have an income tax. Ho gen­ 
uine relief can be given to the Jarmer 
without It. Let him cry aloud for it. 
Wealth must -no longer escape taxa­ 
tion. .W ith pensions soon 'to be at, 
high water mark,' wealth that the 
soldiers saved and then made oolos-: 
sal must pay its share. -Demand an 
income .tax to -be applied alone to 
pensions, and then we can indeed 
have, a genuine tarift’ reform. With­ 
out the income tax all reform of the 
tariff is largely false and a sham. 
What- are the figures upon an in­ 
come tax’? - 
^ 
W e have: none available for the 
present time and conditions. I can 
only state that in 1866, the last year 
of its imposition and collection,'the 
figures are practically as follows; 
The population,was estimated at $3ó,- 
000,000, with an exemption to every 
person" of *600. 
There were only 
.461,170 persons and corporations who 
had incomes of over $600. Their to­ 
tal incomes amounted to $707.000,000, 
upon which w as collected $72,000,000. 
In 1866 only one person in^seventíy- 
five in this country earned as much 
or more than $600. 
Now the popula­ 
tion, has nearly doubled, its wealth- 
producing capacity has more than 
doubled, in fact trebled; so I esti­ 
mate that if- we raise the exemption 
to $1.200 we -could still collect lull 
$200,000,000 from incomes to apply to 
"present “ and prospective 
pension 
charges. Then, indeed, the tariff be­ 
ing chargeable only, as was the orig­ 
inal intention, with the expenses of 
the Government in time of peace, we 
could have a genuine reform of tariff 
duties and imports, and the onerous 
expenses of war times would rest up­ 
on and be earned by the>svealth of 
the country, as it ought to be. 
Would not such a tax be ouious ? 
Yes, to every man of large wealth, 
for now he escapes taxation. 
No, to 
every man whose income is $1,200 or 
less; It would be, as soon as he un­ 
derstood it, the dawn-of a new finan­ 
cial miilennium. 
When this idea 
was recently broached upon the floor 
of. Congress,-1 heard two Congress­ 
men, 
Eepublicans, bitterly assert 
that such a tax was odious, and that 
the object of all who advocate such 
doctrine was to make pensions odi­ 
ous also to the people. 
How can ifc 
be odious to the peojpie—Jet some one 
answer—when under such an income 
tax not more than one person in each 
hundred will be called upon to pay 
one cent for pensions ? How can it 
be odious to the people when the 
government of every State in the 
Union, of every county, of every 
city, village and hamlet, and of eve-' 
ry school district is carried on upon 
the system of taxing wealth, and 
making the man who has ten or .¡i 
hundred times more than his neigh­ 
bor pay a tax proportionate to such 
wealth ? 
W hile the political ma­ 
chinery 13 difierent, yet the result 
reached is the same; namely, wealth 
is taxed; now. it actually escapes. 
. Next, Federal and State legislation 
against trusts and combines, and 
laws in every State that will put an 
end to options in all food articles. 
Free coinage of silver and a limited 
supply of fractional currency. The 
national banking, law so amended as 
to prohibit the creation ol- any more 
new banks, and as their charters ex­ 
pire the gradual extinction of all ex­ 
isting national banks, their circula­

also may be conceded. 
“As the Bible teaches that charity 
begins at home, is it not a proper 
thing for tae,juy family, m y .neigh­ 
bors, and my State to cstnsiuer as a 
question of policy, your authority to 
levy a tax that abridges m y natural 
right to buy wherever I can buy the 
cheai>estand determine whether or 
not, in the long run, it is far our best 
interests to approximate free trade 
as nearly as may be ? 
G. I Will concede to that right, 
also.

gifts to the wife of the 
man who 
placed him, and that ,hia insulting 
generosity should be accepted with­ 
out a blush: With this wretched ex­ 
ample, in high places we maj' look 
for a spedy revival of gift giving and 
gift taking. It IS an easy descent 
from cottages by the sea to bull pops 
and packages of greenbacks. 
Tne Harrison administration, adds 
the Herald, “entered office bound 
aud gagged by the corrupt and vi­ 
cious elements of the party.

tram stood. Engineer W elsh at the 
freight tram jumped from his engine 
beiore it struck the passenger engine 
and in doing so broke his arm. Both 
engines and one or two cars we:re de­ 
molished. When Baggageman Ed­ 
ward Cooper saw the freight train 
approaching at such a rapid rate he 
surmised the trouble and ran through 
the coaches -warning the passengers 
of the impending danger. AH made 
for the doors and in tbs rush the lit­ 
tle child of Berry Kegli was trampled 
on and badly hurt:.

Pitner, wife of the condu'ctor of the 
passenger train, was thrcwn'agalnst 
the water cooler and suscained«e- 
rious iDjuries. 
Ella West, colored, nurse of O. M. 
Eeynolds was. killed, and Mr. Bey- 
nold’s child received severe injuries. 
All the passengers .succeeded in 
getting opt of the coaches before the 
crash came. 
The collision was caused by the 
freight running on the passenger 
tram’s time.
